The emperor ordered a general 
Jubilation throughout the empire 
rockets and flags and a holldav for tho 
children being the chief syinbols of 
celebration.

The statement snys the Dutcli na-

lamation and that (he pelzure of a neu- 
tral mercantile fleet Is unJustUhible. 

"With painful HurpilHe the govern- 
ment nnd whole Dutch nation has tak- 
en notice of the presidential procln-' 
matlon and the statement of JIarch 20 
relallvc to the selznre of part of the 
Dutch merchant fleet/' the statement 
begins. 

"Tlie selznre en bloc of a neutral 
inerchnnt fleet, If only^or~the dura- 
Mon of the war. Is an act ladefensl- 
ble from the viewpoint of Internation- 
al law. and unjustlliahle toward a 
friendly nation, apart from consider- 
jitlons of logiUIty. 

"Hut the manner, also, In which the 
presidential statement defends this 
net of violence does 5&jt contribute 
toward lessening the sting thereof, 
for this defense bus plainly been 
dniwn up under the influence of a 
completely Incorrect rcprese^itatlon of 
affairs. 

"The manner In which the Dutch 
iiierclmnt flout has been treated In 
past months In the United States, the 
Incessant dlfllcultles placed in tho 
way of our saillnga from American 
ports, repeated refusals of bunkering 
facilities anjl forced unloading of car- 
goes already bought— all this may be 
within the rights of the United States 
(save one case, that of the Zoehmdia, 
which with her own bunker coni en- 
tered an American port and has been 
unlawfully detained there since).

I-bndon, afarcli 20.— Odessa Iibh been 
recoptured by tho soviet nnd Ukrain- 
ian troops after a bloody battle, In 
wlilch naval forces took part, accord- 
ing to a Moscow dispatch from tho 
semlofllclal news agency. 

Moscow, March 20.— Prince Henry 
of Prussia, brother of the German em- 
peror, and one of his sons have arrived 
at Ilevnl, Esthonla., Tliey were greet- 
ed heartily by the German population, 
but tlie Ksthonlans refused .to par- 
ticipate In the reception. The visit Is 
attributed to a desire to create pro- 
German feeling In the Baltic prov- 
inces. 

The Geramns are busy collecting 
and exporting breadstuffg from tho 
Pskov district, northeast of Dvlnak. 
At Perchoraknya, near Pskov, 40 mem- 
bers of German detachments requisi- 
tioning bread were killed by tho peas- 
ants. 

A bolshevlkl supreme war council 
has been formed to take clinrge of 
army organizations. Leon Trotzky has 
been appointed chairmen of the coun- 
cil. Agents are being sent from Bios- 
cow into all tho provinces to organize 
the peasants to supplement tho efforts 
of the city workmen in opposing the 
Germans. Volnnteers will he called 
for, after which local committees will 
prepare lists of men refusing to vol- 
unteer nnd win post tlwm publicly. To 
all shirkers will be denied the right 
to participate In public alTnirs. 

Bolshevlkl troops, -an otnclal an- 
nouncement says, have been successful 
In flghting the Austrlans In the south- 
ern Ukraine.

Senator Overman declared spies took 
metal braces and,sawlng tliemln two, 
Joined the pieces with lead anl tlien 
painted them over.

The ■ coiinter-attnck . may be under 
way already, for the allied armies are 
now under command of General Foch, 
who, if he has not been by this time 
named generalissimo of all the allied 
forces, Is so In fact, and he Is noted 
for his suddenness and agrresslvcness. 

It was Foch who directed the attack 
on the German left flank atthe Mame 
hat won the battle and saved Paris la 
1014. 

The soldier folk who have studied 
the strategy of tho war from the be- 
ginning tell us that Foch anticipated 
orders In this decisive move ; that Gen- 
eral Joffre's order for the advance was 
not given until two hours after his 
subordinate had started and two hours 
meant much when the enemy wos with- 
in seventeen miles of Paris, with an 
unbroken record of victory driving blm 
on. 

AVashlngton got the news of the 
triumph of the Wilson plan of unified 
command when a message was given 
out at the Wlilte House conveying the 
president's congratulations to tlie gen- 
eralissimo. 

This was dispatched after the cabi- 
net hud learned of tlie offer of Persh- 
ing to tho high chief of all the forces 
of America for use In the coming bat- 
Ue. 

The cable to General Foch was as 
follows:

Men Becomino of Age Since June 5 

Will Register Under Selective 

Army Servlcp Act 

Washington, April 1.— The resolu- 
tion aniGudlng the selective draft act 
by requiring registration of youthfl 
reaching twenty-one years since June 
5, 1017. and estimated to add 700,000 
more men to the roll of ellgibles, wns 
adopted by the senate. It now goes 
to the house. 

Senator Ncw's amendment providing 
for compulsive universal military train- 
ing of men between nineteen and t^ven- 
ty-one years, but deferring their mili- 
tary service until after majority, wad 
rejected by the senate, 30 to 20. 

As adopted, Oie resolution provides

STAYED WITH CAPTORS 



White Horse Became One of Most Be- 
loved Members of Her Adopted 
People — Outlived Two 
Cheyenne Husbands.

Clinton, Okla.— Captured by a hosUle 
band .of Cheyehnes sixty-four years 
ogo, White Horse, a Pawnee- Indian 
woinan» Iins just died here, still a pris- 
oner, although recognized as a member 
of the Cheyenne tribe. No effort was 
ever .made at a formal exchange of 
prisoners between the two tribes. She 
outlived two Cheyenne husbands. 

At the. time of the capture tJie Chey- 
ennes were on the warpath, roving the 
plains near Omaha, Neb. They met a 
band of Pawnees who were but on a- 
buffalo hunt and a battle followed. The 
Oheyennes were victorious. ' 

Among the dead the Cheyenne war- 
riors found a little Pawnee girl. Two 
of the braves were about to kUl her 
JJ-heu Chief Henp-of-BIrds Intervened. 
Walt, let me look at her," tribal tradi- 
tion quotes lilm. The Indians laid down 
their tomahawks and permitted Head- 
of-Blrds to exaralae the child. "Don't 
hill her. she haa teeth, she can eat," 
the chief continued. "She is two years 
old." So the Cheyenne chief adopted 
the child. 

. Sang Song of Victory. 
When the Indians had gone a long 
distance from tlie battlefield Curly 
Hair, a brotlier of Heap-of -Birds, snug 
the song of victory with Ms mighty 
voice, and while he sang he made a 
necklace. "This necklace sholl be for 
my little sister," he sung. 

Curly Hair's sweetheart was a 
Sioux woman. She had a beautiful 
white horse. Curly Hair said. "I will 
name my little sister after my swoet- 
heart^s horse." So Uie child was called 
Wlilte Horse. 

When White Horse grew up sho mar- 
ried Old-ln-the-aiUldle. Her first hus- 
band died and slic married She-Wolf.

Inventory has been 
iiiiuh' nf all food re- 
sources in the United 
Stiitt's, anil now Uncle 
Sniii Is In a inir way to know what 
food stocks lie has nn hand to Inst 
ovor until next .seusun'H crops come In, 
how much food he cnu spare for the 
allies^ and Ixtw spurtngty he should 
mnko u.se of It at homo. • 

Uiider an act of conjjress approved 
by the president August 10, 1017, the 
.secretary of agriculture was anttiorlzed 
to luveetlgiite and ascertain the de- 
mand for, the supply, consumption, 
costs and prices of, and the basic facts 
relating to the ownership; production, 
transportation, manufacture, storage 
iiud dlstrlbuHon of foods, food mate- 
rials and any. articles required In con- 
nection with the production, distribu- 
tion or utilization of food. An appro- 
priation was grunted for the sm-vey, 
and within a week after the bill had 
been signed by the president sciibdules 
were in outgoing malls to food mer- 
chants and niunufncturers. 

Here nre sonyi facts regarding the 
correspondence which formed the ba- 
sis of the nntlon-wlde food Inventory. 
The nmster list* which was. complied 
by the bureau nf inarljets was nmde up 
of D2{j,000 names. There were 18.000 
grain, Hour nnd feed dealers; l.liOO 
ItrewerK, 800 dlKlllli>rK,C,.'')OOcannerH of 
fruits, vegetables and sea foods; 1,100 
rellaers and dealers In edible oils, 1,- 
:iOO sugar and syrup retlners, 82.000 
wholesale and retail bakers, l.O-IO llsh 
freezing plants, nnd so on through the 
hundred or more claHslfied,food trades. 
A huge force of clerks was kept 
busy mailing schednleh and sorting, 
editing and classifying the returned re- 
ports.' Tlie whole nmster list was 
more than duplicated by follow up let- 
ters and letters giving special Informa- 
tion. The Inventory covered 80 lead- 
ing food Items and broiight In complete 
returns of the year's harvests. ■ 

Four general classes of commodities 
were covered: Klrst. quantities of raw 
products on the farms, such as grain, 
live stock, poultry, eggs nnd inmey; 
second, stocks of food prodneta nearer 
the consuming stage In manufacturing. 
Jobbing, wholesale, storage and "other 
commercial eHtubllshineiits; third, 
stocks In Hinall retail establishments; 
fourth, fnoil supplies on the ^shelves 
nnd In the bins of the fundly pnntry. 
Done Largely by Mall. 
Tlie most Imiiurtant part of Uncle 
Sam's stock taking Job was done by 
corresptnulence with food dealers nnd 
makers. But It was not possible to 
Inventory all food stocks liy mall. 
There were IGH.OOO sandl rolnll grocers 
who, througli limblllty'to read or nn^ 
derstand .English, were unnblo to cnrry 
out the. Instructions of the schednle. It 
would have been quite impf^sslble to 
Inventory each one of these sinnll con- 
coniR by persjuinl cnnvass. TlitTcfore 
the hmTau resorted to eKtlnnitcs based 
op a detailed survey of'fepresentatlve 
counties. 

As a basis of selection fnrJhese tjpe 
counties, all the counties In the United 
States were divided Into seven grotips 
according to the size of 'the largest vil- 
lage, town or city contained In each. 
The first group-consisted of 1!.T metrii- 
pnlltan districts. In a number of In- 
stances embracing nil or parts of sev- 
■ernl counties; the second group con- 
tained 10 Bniallc'r metropolitan dis- 
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tricts nnd adjacent territory having 
cities of from 100,000 to liOO.OOO popu- 
lation ; the third group contained coun- 
ties having cities of from 25,000 to 50,- 
000; In the seventh group there were 
l.Cin counties which had no village so 
largo as 2,.'»00, 

The survey work In cities was done 
by the bureau of chemistry through Its 
food and drug Inspectors and state and 
local health ofllcluls and luspectors. 
These repre.Kentutlves wetit; from store 
to store and left with proprietor or 
nuinager sdiedgles of all possible sta- 
ples, with ihe request that they he 
tilled out In 48 hours. In mnny parts 
of the larger cities, especially In the 
poorer districts, tJie pollce.had to ex- 
plain to the grocers that the law re- 
quired them to flU oat the schedule 
and that they were liable to a penal- 
ty for failure to do so. 

Q'he survey covered the stocks on 
farms nnd In the 22,000,000 households 
of the United States. The bureau of 
crop eslhnutes, with Its existing army 
of crop reporters, attended to the fariii 
stocks. The total nund)er of returns 
exceeded IJOO.OOO. 

Household Inventory Made. 

To catch In the net for food Infor- 
nmtton the 22,000,000 households In 
the United States was a stupendous 
tusk. . As It was Impossible to ap- 
proach each one of these households, 
•14,000 fnndlles, representative of the 
entire population as to place of resi- 
dence, family Income and occuputlpn 
M-ere studied In detail and estlnmtes 
derived from these Ilgurefl covered 
with a fair degree of accuracy the en- 
tire country. 

The nini of the household survey 
wns to get a fnlrly accurate Idea of 
the food stocks In Individual house- 
holds, sitpplemontnry to certain data 
sent 111 from cold storage concerns nnd 
making complete returns as to the 
qnantUy of preserved meats, eggs, 
fruits mul vegetables In the country. 
Secondarily the schedule found out 
how much nf certain staple commodi- 
ty's were l)etng used, and checlied up 
by means of Inquiries on the comparn- 
tlye nmomits of certain foods con- 
sumed during the Inst two years on the 
ahlllly of the average American fam- 
ily to follow out conservathm food 
measures which have ' been recom- 
mended. 

A. vital phase of the household sur- 
vey was tlie Inquiry Into milk produc- 
tion and the various ways In which 
this vulunlde food product Is utilized. 

The schedule to be tilled out by 
householders was divided into four 
sections: Section 1. Meats preserved 
for homo use this winter and last. Sec- 
tion 2. Fruits, vegetables and eggs 
preserved for home use for 1917 and 
miO. Sdctlon .3. Total quantity of 
milk prodiu;ed, consumed and sold un- 
der the following Items per average 
weok during the last year: 1. whole 
milk; 2, cream; 3, ekUmncd milk—

Section 4 covered tlie total quantity 
of 34 lending foods consumed during 
the calendar year 1017 and the esti- 
mated consumption of certain of these 
34 leading foods during 1010 la. order 
to see to what extent families have 
been able to use substitute foods In 
the preseat emergency. 

Dietary Investigation Aids. 

Dietary Investigations were made by 
Doctor Lnngworthy of the division of 
home economics which dovetail with 
the more sweeping household inven- 
tory of the federal food survey. Doc- 
tor Lang\vorthy conducted an Intensive 
research into the quantities nnd kinds 
of foods used In a number of selected 
families. These figures will bring up 
to (late dietary investigations made In 
tlie same division under Doctor At- 
woter'fi regime, nnd which up to the 
present time have been the only statis- 
tics available as a basis for dietary 
calculations, even for those of the 
Royal British, commission. 

The practical results of this survey 
will. It Is believed, be of groat value. 
For Instance, it will enable us to plan 
our crop production for the. ensuing 
year with a degree of intelligence 
which would be Impps^slble without this 
ileflnlte nnd comprehensive sun*ey. It 
would be dlfiicalt to find the owner of 
n factory who would plan out a pro- 
ducing program, witliout having a mod- 
erately accurate Idea of market de- 
mands, and stocks already on hand. 

Wo have been running our factory, 
so to speak, absolutely blind, without 
regard to orders or probable sales. It 
Is ridiculous to urge greatly Increased 
production unless we can sny nnd say 
with deflnltenesH tlmt there Is a short- 
age and that the producer will be as- 
sured a moderate return for bis labor. 

We are about to know for the first 
time by conslderntlon of actual figures 
how we are .'iltuatcd with reference to 
our right to export the various commo- 
dities considering the necids of our 
own people. Again we shall know 
whnt we >ihould substitute In the way 
of those 'things that nre present In a 
plentiful supply for those which nre 
not plentiful. 

Information to the cITect that thero 
Is a surplus of potatoes on the mar- 
ket will exert a leverage on the price 
fixer, nnd will encourage the Increased 
tise of this specific food product. As 
Increased consumption of potatoes 
means using less bread, It Is a definite 
wheat . conservation mcnsure, >Vo 
should know where we can use heav- 
ily and where lightly. Hoarding would 
be impossible.

Food Is sometldng that all 
must have and tlie farmer produces It 
The cheaper It can be produced tlie less 
win be tlie cost to the consumer. And 
this is one of. the chief thoughts of the 
farmer. Within the memory of the 
ten-year-old boy there have been Im- 
provements In machinery, changes in 
raethpds, scientific discoveries of chem- 
icals as adapted to agriculture, all of 
which have lessened cost of production 
nnd made possible the cultivation of 
increased acres. In some parts these 
things have brought about more Inten- 
elfied agriculture, growing heavier 
crops on less acres. Improved machin- 
ery nnd demand for greater production 
have led another class i;i search of 
larger areas, where their ability may 
cope with tlie growing of a greater 
number of bushels. That la one of the 
reasons why Western Conada lands 
have recently coino Into such demand. 
These, at from twenty to thirty dol- 
lars an acre, and producing the pro- 
digious crops that nre claimed for 
tliem, have attracted thousands of 
American settlers, while other thou- 
sands have gone out Into the lands In 
the Western states. But, as to the Can- 
ada lands, tliere Is this to say of tliem. 
today tliey are cheap, and if they will 
yield sufficient in one year to pay the 
Qost of the entire purchase, why should 
not there be a demand. - The country 
is well settled, and settlement Is in- 
creasing. As evidence of the growth 
of the three Western Provinces Into 
whose territories the Canadian Govern- 
ment Invites settlers, recent reports 
show the following Increases from 1913 
to 1017 Inclusive:

The Incentive to Clean Up and Paint 
Un which Is stirred In the breasts of 
the townspeople Is shared by the sur- 
rounding rural dlstrlc^..

The following year 
the fire loss was reduced $80,000 and 
the death rate was reduced 5'per cent 
The result In Boston was that tlie 
following year there were l.OOa fewer 
fire ol anna and. from a health stand- 
point, It was declared to bo the best 
year In the history of Uio city. 

The Denver Clean Up and Paint- Op 
campaign committee distributed, an 
effective nro^prevenUon circular; the 
"dont's" can well bo' followed by every

•T)o not permit rubbish, greasy rags, 
paper and useless waste to accumulate 
in or around buildings. 

"Do not allow matches kept In your 
homes, offices and stores In other than 
metal boxes. Us o safety motchcs.. 

"Do noi allow children under ten 
years of age to use matches. 

"Do not use lamps and Inmpiburncrs 
that are not clean. 

"Do not forget to clean, your chim- 
ney and stove pipe/ occasionally. 

"Do not tamper with or extend elec- 
tric wires; caiploy^nn electrician. 

"Do not keep gasoline In other than 
alr-tlght cans ' painted" red. . 

"Do not All tank Of guBollne stovo 
when lighted and by; daylight only.
